Chapl&in  Simons’  War  History. 

The  regimental  history  of  the  Civil  War, 
embracing  chiefly  the  services  of  the  125th 
Now  York  Volunteers,  written  by  Rev.  E. 
D.  Simons,  has  just  been  issued  from  the 
pi  ess  in  New  York.  The  book  presents 
handsome  appearance,  is  beautifully 
printed  and  bound,  containing  numerous 
portraits,  battle-pictures  and  maps,  the 
whole  covering  about  400  pages.  The 
typographical  work  of  the  book  was  done 
in  the  office  of  The  Citizen,  during  the 
winter  months. 

Apart  from  Its  special  interest  to  the 
regiment  named,  Mr  Simons  work  is  val¬ 
uable,  and  of  general  Interest  as  a  war 
history.  The  chapters  devoted  to  the 
battle  of  Gettysburg  occupy  about  sixty 
pages  and  the  narration  given  is  a  most 
graphic  picture,  being  the  experience  of 
an  eye-witness  and  participant  in  that 
supreme  struggle  of  the  century  between 
men  of  North  and  South. 

The  operations  of  the  125th  Regiment 
before  Richmond  and  Petersburg  during 
the  last  year  of  the  war,  up  to  its  very 
close,  are  also  faithfully  recorded,  the 
whole  comprising  a  very  neat  and  inter¬ 
esting  work  -worthy  of  a  place  in  libraries 
beside  the  best  histories  of  the  Civil  War 
that  have  appeared.
